~ ported the Outhwaite bill to the house early in 


April. A day’s debate ensued and an unex- 
ted occurrence put a stop to its further con- 
sideration. In addition to these demands for 
special orders, the labor committee’s report 
was unceremoniously thrown out of the house 
Wednesday by the expirationof the day set 
apart for it, leaving the convict. labor bill 
standing with engrossment and the third read- 
ing ordered upon it. 

Chairman O'Neill has assurances from the 
¢eommittee on rules that another day will be set 
aside within a short time, that its considera- 
tion may be finished. 

It is understood that Speaker Carlisle and 
the other members of the rules committee 
favor a report which will assign several days 
within the next week or two for these special 
orders to the end that the debate upon the 
tariff bill under the five minutes rule may not 
suffer continual interruption after it has been 
entered upon. 

The fate of the Mills bill in the house is still 
a matter of doubt. Towever, its advocates 
claim that it will have less opposition than 
seemed probable before the recent debate 
began. 

The democrats of the ways and means com- 
mittee now claim that it will pass the house 
when a yote is reached by 164 yeas to 161 nays, 
giving it the slender majority of three, and 
that providing every member is present, which 
has not occurred this session. This calculation 
éoncedes the opposition of nine democrats and 
the support of the three independents and of 
only one republican [Fitch, of New York], 
The nine democrats conceded to the opposition 
are Messrs. Randall fand Sowden of Pennsy)- 
yania, Bliss, Merriman and Stahlnecker of 
New York, and McAdoo and Pidcock of New 


Jersey, Vance of Connecticut, and Foran of | 


Ohio. It is almoagt certain these nine democrats 
and probably more will vote against the bill 
unless driven to its support by the St. Louis 
éonvention, and it. is yet somewhat doubtful 
whether the three independents will favor the 
bill.

The supreme court justices have about com- 
pleted mapping out their summer work.

Justice Miller will sit in the eighth circuit, 
which comprises several northwestern states. 
Justices Blatchford and Gray will attend to 
the New York and New England cirenits and 
Justice Field will go to the Pacific 
coast states.

Wasnincton, May 24.—On a motion of 
Mr. Cachings, of Mississippi, the senate bill 
assed for the erection of public buildings at 
ne Miss., at an ultimate cost of $100,- 
On motion of Mr. Taulbee, of Kentucky, 
the senate bill was passed authorizing the 
construction of bridges across the Kentucky 
river and its tributaries by the Louisville, 
Cincinnati and Virginia railroad company. 

On motion of Mr. Lee, of Virginia, the 
bill was passed making inauguration day a 
holiday in the Distriet of Columbia. 

The house then waht into the committee of 
the whole (Mr. Turner, of Géorgia, in the 
chair) on postofiice appropriation bill. 

On motion of Mr, Blount, of Georgia, ap- 
propriation for mail messenger service was 
increased from $900,000 to $950,000. 

Mr. Perkins, of Kansas, in speaking to the 
verbal amendment again entered the com- 
plaint of the people of the west against the in- 
efiicient mail service which he asserted was 
now being given to that. section. The eom- 
plaint, he said, was not a partisan one, nor 
confined to the people of the west. In preof 
of this he read extracts from newspapers of 
Virginia, protesting against the acministra- 
tion of the postoffice department. From the 
Savaanah News he quoted an @xtract to the 
effect that it had to confess the fact that the 
mail service of the republican administration 
in that part of the country had been much bet- 
ter than that which the democratic adminis- 
tration had given them. 

Mr. Blount suggested that newspaper at- 
tacks were common to all administrations, and 
declared that the democratic administration 
had been freer from attack than any republi- 
can administration. 

Several other republican members from wes- 
tern states joined Mr Perkins in criticizing 
the administration of the postofiice department 
for the failure to extend the mail service as 
fast as the development of the country de- 
manded. A desultory discussion upon the 
question of sutsidies and free ships, was 
brought about by Mr. Dingley, of Maine, with 
a criticism as to the compensation which was 
allowed to Ameriman steamships for carrying 
foreign mails. 

The committee rose and without further 
amendment the bill passed. 

The house again went into committee of the 
whole on the leg'slat: ve, executivejand judicial 
appropriation bill. 

Mr. Forney, of Alabama, briefly explained 
the provisions of the bill and pointed out the 
change from the existing law which were pro- 


posed. 

The discussion of {HS Dill ‘was made the oc- 
casion for another political debate, criticisms 
of republican ihembers being this time directed 
against the civil service methods of the admin- 
istration and against the action of the democ- 
racy in congress upon the question of the ad- 
mission of territories as states. 

The committee rose without action upon the 
bill and the house passed the senate marine 
conference bill as amended in committee of 
the whole. It provides for an international 
conference to amend the rules of the road at 
sea, and to considera number of subjects re- 
lating to navigation upon the high seas. An 
appropriation of $15,000 is made to meet the 
necessary expenses of the conference. 

' The conference report on invalid pension ap- 
propriation bill was agreed to. The bill is 
identically the same as it passed the senate, 
except that the appropriation for stationery 
and other expenses of pension agencies is re- 
duced from $18,000 to $16,000. 

On moticn of Mr. Belmont a resolution was 
adopted authorizing the committee on foreign 
affairs to inquire into the facts connected with 
the impr’sonment in an English jail of John 
Curtin Kent, a naturalized American citizen. 

The house adjourned.

BISHOP NEWMAN. 


General Grant's Old l’astor Elected to a 
Bishopric. 

New York, May 24.—When Bishop Foster 
called the general Methodist conference to or- 
der, all the delegates were in their places for 
about the first time since the opening day, and 
when Dennis Osborne, of Indiana, announced 
the opening hymn the galleries and boxes were 
well filled. Dr. Newman was in hiscustomary 
seat when the result of the tenth ballot taken 
yesterday was made known. 

The ballot resulted, as reported, in no elec- 
tion. There were 435 yotes cast and 290 were 
necessary for a choice. Mr. Newman received 
274; Dr. Goodsell 267; and Dr. Cranston 216. 

The result had hardly been announced when 
Dr. Baylis jumped up and offered a resolution 
in the interests of a fair count. He suggested 
that when the conference was called, delegates 
should rise and pass their votes to the teller, 
who should then declare the number of votes 
cast, of which an accurate tally should be 
kept. Conference would not hear of such a 
thing. They were all honest men and did not 
feel inclined to submit to any such indignity. 

The eleventh ballot was soon counted and 
resulted as ‘follows: Newman 276, Goodsell 
213, Cranston 168, Kynett 79, Payne 43 and E. 
OQ. W. Peck 26, 

The twelfth and thirteenth ballots failed to 
elect a bishop. 

On the thirteenth ballot Newman lacked 7 
votes. . 

Dr. Newman was elected bishop on the four- 
teenth ballot. 

On the sixteenth ballot Dr. D. A. Goodsell 
was elected bishop by a vote of 320 out of 430. 
Congratulations were then in order and the 
conference adjourned. — 


LEVELED BY A CYCLONE, 


Brounton, Texas, Visited By One of the Fun- 
nel-Shaped Terrors. 

BonnaAm, Tex., May 24.—A destructive cy- 
clone swept over Brounton, twenty-five miles 
east of here, yesterday afternoon, destroying 
the Methodist, Baptist and Congregational 
churches and eight dwellings. One building 
was carried across the railroad track and 
crushed. Amanda Willis, colored, who had 
taken refuge inside, was instantly killed. 

Eight persons, ineluding the sheriff and 
the county recorder, were fatally injured. The 
damage will exceed $12,000. The path of the 
storm was three hundred yards wide, and ev- 
erything within those limits—crops, fences, 
barns, outhouses and trees—were swept away. 
A terrible rain, hail and lightning storm fol- 
lowed.

Interferes With the Laying of 
the-Corner Stone 


OF THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 


A Small Crowd Attends, But Part of the 
Exercises Are Carried Ont—Ad- 
‘adresses by Bishops. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—The corner-stone of 
Divinity building of the new Catholic Univer- 
Sty of America was laid this afternoon under 
the most unfavorable weather conditions. The 
day was as unpleasant asa day in May could 
possibly be. It began to rain during last night 
and the rain or drizzle continued wninterrupt- 
edly until nightfall tonight. As aconsequence, 
the new grounds and unpaved country roads 
around the buildings were cut up by the tramp 
of many feet and the wheels of vehicles until 
the nud was almost impassaDle. Canvas and 
bunting had beet stretched over the grand 
stand to pretect the people from rain, but in- 
differently auswered its purpose. 

These discomforts deterred all save the 
bravest, and only about 300 péople were pres- 


} ent where fully 25,000 were expected, and the 


grand procession, under the direction of -Gen- 
eral Rosecrans, which was to have ‘been an 
immposing feature of the ceremonies, had to 
be abandoned. The programme of religious 
Sesy.ces Was but partially carried: out. The 
ceremony of Glessing the site of the chapel 
and la the Corper stone was postponed on 
account Of thé r4im. Bhese ceremonies will be 
performed at ome e date. 

Presicent Clevelama was presént, accupying 
& seat on the platform between Wardindl.Gib- 
bons and Bishop Lreland. he president 
were also Secretaries Bayard, Vilas, Wh 
and Endicott, and Postmaster General Dick 
inson. oe 

Early in the day there appeared t@ bea paos- 
pect for clear weather, and preparafions for 
the ceremonies went on. As early’ as 10 
o’clock delegates from Baltimore and other 
neighboring cities began to arrive, and from 
that time until after 5 o’clock every incomin 
train brought its quota of yisitors. Cardin 
Gibbons arrived from Baltimore at 11 o’clock, 
and was attended by anumber of distinguished 
prelates. The cardinal was driven at once te 
the residence of Rev. Dr. Chapelle. 

At 2o’clock he accompanied Colonel and 
Madame Bonaparte, in their carriage, to the 
university grounds. 

Among the distinguished prelates presént 
were: James, Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop 
Williams, of Boston; Ryan, of Philadelphia; 
Elder, of Cincinnati; Salpointe, of Santa Fe, 
and Ireland, of St. Paul: Bishops Spalding, 
of Peoria; Keane, of Richmond; Ryan, of 
Buffalo; Northrop, of Charleston, S. C.; 
Burke, of Cheyenne; Machebeuf, of Denver; 
Brondell, of Helena; Gilmore, of Cleveland: 
Janssens, of Natchez; Phelan, of Pittsburg; 
Kain, of Wheeling; O'Reilly, of Springfield ; 
O’Sullivan,of Mobile, Moore of St. Augustine ; 
Lebroenf, of Washington territory ; 
Maes, of Covington, Kentucky ; McGovern, of 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvnaia; Dr. John S. Foley, 
bishop elect, of Detroit; Robert Fulton, New 
Jersey, provincial of the order of Jesuits of 
the United States, and Monsignors Farley, of 
New York, and Sullivan of Wheeling.

He. took a pr 
suat between thse %ardinal and Bishop Ire- 
land on platform. Secretaries Bayard, Vilas, 
Whitney and Endicott, and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Dickinson arrived soon after and took 
seats near the president. At 4 o’clock a choir 
of 150 voices accompanied by the Marine band 
ose Hadyn’s anthem, ‘‘The Heavens are 

elling.”’ 

This was followed by the charting of Psalm 
eighty-three by the choristers from St. Mary’s 
seminary and St. Charlescollege of Baltimore. 
After selections were rendered by choir and 
the Marine band, at 4:30 o’clock Right Rev 
erent Bishop Spalding, of Peoria, began the 
delivery of his address. 

In opening his address he said: 

As they who look on the ocean think of its yast- 
ness, of mony shores in many climes, vistted by 
its waves to ply their “‘priestlike talk of clean ablu- 
tion;’”’ of cities and empires that rose beside its 
waters, flourished, decayed and became a memory; 
of others that shall rise and also pass away, while 
the moving element remains; so we today, behold- 
ing the ancient faith laying in the new world, the 
eorner sione of an institution which better than apy- 
thing else symbolizes the aim and tendency of 
modern life, tind ourselves dwelling in thought upon 
what has been and what will be, 

Speaking of the religious exiles who sought 
in America a home for Christian conscience, 
he said : 

“Who could have had faith that men of different 
creeds, speaking various tongues, bred in unlike 
social conditions, would here coalesce and co-oper- 
ste forthe general purpose of frée government. 
Above all, whocould have telieved that form ot 
government, rarely tried even in small states, and 
when tried found practicable ouly for brief ods, 
would here become so stable, so strong, that every 
hamlet, every village, is self-poised and manages 
its own afiairs. The achievement is greater than 
we are able to know, nor does itlie chiefly in the 
millions, who, conan from many  iands, 
have hére made homes and found themselves free; 
nor in the building ot cities, the clearing of forests, 
the draining of swamps, the binding of the two 
oceans and the opening of lines of rapid communi- 
cation in every direction. Not to numbers and 
wealth do we owe onr significance among nations, 
but to the fact that we have shown that respect for

liberty; that a free people can become p 0 perous 
and strong and preserve order without king or stand-

The news of the assassina- 
tion rapidly spread over the city and county, 
and the indignation was so great that the. 
sheriff was compelled to call out a company of 
military to prevent mob law. The governor 
was telegraphed for aid, and General King was 
immediately dispatched to the scene of trouble, 
He at once ordered another company to rein- 
force the one on duty, and at present matters 
Stand in statu quo, with an enormous under 
current, which may belch forthat any momeng§ 
and catise bloodshed.

ALBANY, Ga., May 24.—[Special.]--Carp 
Yaised in ponds of artesian water and fed are 
gaid to make a fine table fish. When raisedin 
common muddy ponds and left to feed upon 
tree bark, refuse or anything they can pick up, 
itis said that the muddy and disagreeable 
taste never leaves them. Persons who have 
attempted to dine upon the carp elsewhere 
without being able to swallow the unpleasant 
morsel, eat heartily and with relish the arte- 
sian-raised fish, The meat is said to be juicy 
and delicate in flavor, somewhat resembling 
the shad in taste. 

It is a singular fact.that the most prominent 
amateur fishermen here, where the streams are 
stocked with every variety of fresh water fish, 
should prefer for their own table the small and 
light-colored catfish to the more popular fish 
that they themselves catch. They catch quan- 
tities of trout, er black bass, which they give 
away to their friends, and if fish is desired for 
their own use, purchase for a quarter, from 
some of the professional fishermen, a string of 


white catfish. 

“The silver-sided cat,’’ said a prominent 
amateur angler, ‘‘is the juiciest and most de- 
‘icious of table fish. They are not scavengers, 
are never found in still and stagnant water, 
only in running streams, the small size of their 
mouths show they are not voracious feeders. 
Many are prejudiced against him, but if they 
were served up before them, under another 
name, and dressed with some sauce Francais, 
they would pass their plate for more.”

Hearing that he was in the city, your re- 
porter being anxious to hear him lay down the 
platform upon which he expects to win the 
race over the “‘One Eyed Plowboy of Pigeon 
Roost,” sought him in the office of the Baptist 
Sun, chatting pleasantly with some brethren. 
A formal introduction over, questions were put 
to him thick and fast, which were readily an- 
swered. He is about six feet high, weighs 
about 160 to 175 pounds, has dark hair, brown 
eyes, iron-gray mustache, and a pleasan §, face. 

e is 43 years of age, and sociall /yery 
agreeable. 

HE TALKS POLITIN 

Drifting into politics, he said that he was 
not squarely in the race for congress, but more 
than likely he qould enter in due time: Said 
that Colne! Candler had two advantages 
over him, one being that he was “‘in,’’ and the 
oOthex was that he had money to help keep 
him “in.” He claims that he will carry every- 
thing north of the Chattahoochee river, while 
he concedes all south of the river to Candler. 
When asked about the two ponies which he 
bought to make the canvass (which statement 
is going the rounds of the press) he ‘‘smole a 
sinile’’—a broad, sweet smile—and said that it 
was not true; that he had a bridle, but the 
horse was on ahead.

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made a good investment. I planted the trees 
about the middle of October, took’great’pains 
in cultivating them, and hoped for the best, 
not knowing what variety I had purchased. 
In the spring I was greatly surprised, on walk- 
ing Over my orchard, to find that out of the 
2500 trees there were only a-very few had died 
during the severe winter we had in 1881. 
They put out and grew rapidly the following 
summer, some of the largest having a few 
blooms on them, which I noticed were much 
larger than any peach bloom I had ever seen, 
and were shaped long like a sweet potato 
bloom. I watched them closely to see what 
would come next, and to my disappointment 
they all dropped off without producing fruit of 
any kind, but I consoled myself, knowing that 
the trees were entirely too young to bear fruit. 
In the spring of ’83 the trees budded out very 
early, about the middie of February. Just as 
the buds were cracking, but not quite open, 
we had a very cold snap and heavy frost, but 
as the buds were not open good I still had 
hopes of a very good crop of peaches, or some- 
thing else, for the buds were very long, as they 
had been the year before. The cold weather 
was soon over and spring had about come, but 
strange to say none of the buds. had opened. I 
began to wonder, and on examining the trees I 
found to. my surprise that the buds had closed 
up perfectly tight. They didn’t drop off. What 
could be the matter?. There was not 4 bloom 
that spring, but the trees kept on growing 
vigorously all the summer, and seemed to do 
well unti] the next spring (1884.) Instead of 
budding out as usual there was not a bud, and 
noindication ofany. I began to think the 
trouble wasin the soil, or the red clay, I 
should have said; it was too. poor, I thought, 
but this was not allthe matter. The old red 
clay hill was actuallybecoming moist. I could 
not understand it. In the fall you would “bog 
up almost to your knees in mud. The neighbors 
all came over and philosophied each one 
differently, and got mein a very good notion 
to dig the blasted trees up and burn them. 
Neighbor Simmons inquired if I had planted 
the trees merely for something to do—and 
some one e!se said that I was trying to make a 
swamp on top of aredclay hill. It did seem 
as if that was iny intention, for evene fall the 
ground would become very wet and boggy. 

Things went on in a very mysterious manner 
until last year, when the trouble leaked out. 
During a wet spell last fall I neticed several 
streams spring forth from the hillside among 
the peach trees. One of the boldest, I was 
glad to see, ran down through my pasture, 
where I had never been able to get a stream 
orspring that would run in dry weather. It 
was such a bold stream that I thought it would 
be a good idea to catch the water, for my cat- 
tle suffered a great dealin dry weather for the 
want of water. I had a good dam built and in 
a few days the pond was full. 

The next thing that came into my notice 
the hogs had stopped coming up at night for 
their comp. This was very unusual and I 
couldn’t imagine what had come over them. 
So I walked down through the postu to see 
if L could find out the trouble, I had not gone 
far before I walked up on ashoat of 200 pounds 
lying over in a gully. He only looked as if he 
was taking a midday nap, so 1 kicked him in 
order to wake him up, tut he only responded 
with a grunt, and did. not move. I walked] on 
a little farther down to the pond, and what 
should I see—pigs and hogs of all sizes lying 
about all over the ground, some as if they were 
dead, and others trying to walk with their feet 
turned up toward the sun. I had never seen 
such a sight before in my life. I looked up 
into the woods, and what should meet my gaze 
but the old gray mare leaning up against a tree 
nodding her head and the colt cutting capers 
that it would be hard to name. I thought at 
once that it must be colic, grubs, blind stag- 
gers, or something of the kind. So I went 
back to the house, and sent right over for 
Neighbor Simmons, who professed to and 
was a very good horse doctor, or at least I had 
great faith in him. Before many minutes 
Simmons came puffing up with his shirt bosom 
open and sleeves rolled up. 

‘Hello, Willis, what is the matter with you 
and your set? Jack come er runnin’ alike 
thar was fire in the woods, and come to find 
thar was nothin’ the matter but perhaps a lit- 
tle colic among the ponies. Let’s go down and 
see them.’’ 

We walked down and Simmons first spied 
the hogs. ‘‘Why, Willis, have the hogs got the 
grubs, too?

He drank the hat full without 
stopping. Dropping down to his knees I 
heard him say:

When things got straight with us, which 
was next day, we called in some of the neigh- 
bors and made a thorough examination of the 
pool, which was found.to be pure peach brand 
of finest quality. And upon farther inves 
gation the other springs about inthe orchard 
proved thesame. The mystery had at last ex- 

lained itself, and we can only account for: it 
in this. way: Just as the, frait sap was rising 
the cold spell. farced.it back into the roots, 
where it came forth in the form of underground 
peaches. They must have been very thick all 
over the roots, and after maturing they rotted 
and by some chemical action of the earth, or 
the clay soil, the juice was changed into a clear 
and delicious brandy, is now ruuning 
out in several. bold streams in the of 
chard. Ihave had large cisterns buflt‘at each 
spring, so that it es | not be lost, and I am 
tting it up as fast as I can obtain barrels. 
The seed of the peaches that rotted last year. 
are coming up ail over the ground, and before 
many , I have no doubt. but thatthe 
orchard .will be a dense-forest of . pro- 
ducing trees, that will each year increase 
number of springs. ,

A Lame Excuse, 

The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette has 
long ranked as one of the leading bloody 
shirt organs of the republican party. Of 
course any prominent organ of that party,

* Colonel Fry’s Success. 

The interview in yesterday's CONSTITU@ 
TION with Colonel George T. Fry,‘in which 
he gave the details of the successful trip 
which he made to. New York, bonding the 
proposed new railroad between Atlanta and 
Savannah for $3,100,000, was the sensation 
in the elty. yesterday. Everybody was 
startled at his wonderful success, and won- 
dered how it was that a single individual 
had pushed to suecess an enterprise which 
the whole city had dropped as being too big 
a thing tobe handled at present. 

Every citizen of Atlanta realizes the im- 
portance of the proposed railroad, and the 
richness of the section which it will tra- 
verse. Tite CONSTITUTION has several 
times urged the people of Atlanta to con- 
sider the matter of building this railroad; 
and the heartiest co-operation of the people 
along the entire line has always been 
assured, Several thousand dollars in sub- 
scriptions was raised in the city, but after 
considerable - agitation the matter was 
dropped,as being impracticable at that time. 
Just here Colone] Fry undertook the work 
alone, and being satisfied of the importance 
of the venture and the great future awaiting 
such a railroad, went to work and canvassed 
every county through which the proposed 
road would pass. In every one of these coun- 
ties there has long been a systematic effort to 
reach Atlanta by the building of a railroad 
which would give their people independent 
facilities for transportation. Colonel Fry 
succeeded in raising a subscription of $000,- 
000 in these counties, $250,000 of which is 
to be paid in actual cash, and the other 
$250,000 in valuable options on real estate. 
With this showing, and with the evidence 
of all that had been said in behalf of the 
enterprise, he went to New York, and, as 
has been announced, succeeded in bonding 
the road for $3,000,000. The contract is 
placed with the well known banking and 
brokerage firm of 8S. Morris Pryor & Co., 
51 Broadway, New York, with whem all 
negotiations pending the contract were 
made, and not with General Roger A. Pryor 
as has been stated. 

The outlook for such a railroad as this is 
brilliant indeed.” If built it will become at 
no distant day one of the greatest trunk 
lines in the south, for of course after the 
link between Atlamta and Savannah is 
made it must reach further to the west for 
new connections, thus forming the most 
direct trunk line between the west and the’ 
Atlantic coast. The new road brings Sa- 
vannah fifty-four miles nearer to Atlanta 
than at present, and goes through one of 
the very best sections of the southern states. 
Asamohey earning road it can have no 
superior in the south. . The proposed road 
goes through the counties of Fulton, De- 
Kalb, Rockdale, Newton, Jasper, Putnam, 
Hancock, Jefferson, Burke, Screven and 
Effingham. Of these counties, Putnam, 
Hancock and Burke, and indeed the other 
counties to the south, are now practically as 
much without reach of Atlanta, from a 
commercial standpoint, as if they were in 
another state. Though Putnam county is 
but a little over fifty miles from Atlanta, it 
has been placed by advantageous railroad 
facilities at the very doors of Macon and 
Savannah, It is so with the counties of 
Hancock and Burke, and the building of 
the new railroad through these counties will 
bring them into such commercial relations 
with usas they ought to be. Atlanta has 
long realized the importance of this rail- 
road, and its building has been but a ques- 
tion of time and opportunity. To Colone] 
Fry the people of the city are certainly in- 
debted for the earnestness and the energy 
with whieh he has goneto work to build the 
road, which certainly n6w seems an assured 
fact. The city of Atlanta has not been 
called upon to give a dollar, when two 
years ago it was ready to give a quarter of 
a million for the building of just sucha 
road. ‘The only thing that will be asked of 
the city willbe room for advantageous ter- 
minal facilities for the new line... The city 
should certainly be .willing to extend the 
enterprise its hearty co-operation, and if 
Colonel Fry builds the road, ashe says he 
is goingto do, he will scarcely have any 
trouble in having the city dothis much 
toward it, 

Colonel Fry has long been a resident of 
Atlanta and is well known here as a suc- 
cessful advocate and a man of untiring 
energy. He was a gallant confederate 
soldier and all who know him will join in 
congratulating him on his last success. 


As we have already stated, we do not un- 
derstand the Washington Post. It says 
that Cleveland is controlling everything 
democratic—-that he is calling a democratic 
convention for the purpose of renominating 
himself, This.is ordinarily a pretty big job.

It will probably be a long time before the 
state of Texas is stirred up again over the 
prohibition question like it was last year, 
in the memorable campaign of which the 
antis, under the leadership of Roger’ Q. 
‘Mills, won an overwhelming victory. 

During that campaign no party issue was 
made, and democrats ahd republicans for- 
got their party allegiance in their enthu- 
siasm over the issue then before them. 
But this will happen no more in Texas. 
Mr. Mills’s shrewdness has gone a long way 
towards preventing a re-oceurence of an- 
other such campaign, and if the prohibition 
battle in that state is fought again it will 
be under very different circumstances, 

The recent democratic convention of 
Texas committed the democracy of the 
state squarely against prohibition, declaring 
that “the democracy of Texas deprecate 
and will oppose any movement looking to 
the re-opening, for further agitation, the 
question of state prohibition.”’ This action 
is a particularly. important one from the 
fact that it is the first open declaration on 
the question of prohibition, of either the 
republican or democratic party in any 
southern state. Of course the action of the 
convention is equivalent to its having ex- 


pressly declared against prohibition; indeed, 


the party that. takes a stand on it, either for 
or against, leads a Trojan horse into its 
camp. Just suppose, for instance, that the 
democracy of Georgia were to adopt a sim- 
ilar policy as that adopted by the democracy 
of Texas in declaring against prohibition— 
what would be the result?

For auditor, Charles F. McKisson. For treas- 
urer, G. A. Bingham, of Rowan. For attorney- 
general, T. P. Devereux, of Wake. For super- 
intendent of public instruction, James B. 
Mason, of Orange. Nominations for three 
associate justices of the supreme court were 
next made, Daniel L. Russell, oi New Haven; 
D, M. Furches, of Iredell, and P. Baxton, o 
Cumberland, receiving the largest number of 
votes. There is one vacancy on the supreme 
court bench to be filled, and the people are to 
vote at the next election for two additional 
justices. ;, 

R. Z. Linney, chairman of the committee on 
resolutions, reported, aud the resolutions were 
adopted. 

They declare that the interests of farmers 
and labor are identical, and that there should 
be an equitable equation between the wages of 
labor and the compensation of the officeholder: 
deimnand the protection of the elective fran- 
chise; pledge support to agriculture, manu- 
factures and commerce; demand the uncondi- 
tional repeal of all internal revenue taxes on 
the principle that allinternal federal taxes 
are ory war measures; demand the reduction 
of the surplus in the treasury, soas to leave 
only enough to meet the demands of the gov- 
ernment; demand the passage of the Blair bill 
as the best method ot public education ; oppose 
the present system of county government, 
and demand the election of all county and 
township officers by the people; favor legisla- 
tion looking to the abolition of all useless state 
offices and dependencies; favor the working 
of public roads by some system more equitable 
than the present unjust und burdensome one; 
oppose the present system of hiring out con- 
viets by the state so as to bring other labor in 
competition with free labor. 

Re:olutions to dispense with poll tax and 
allow only six per cent rate of interest were 
tabled. A _ resolution, declaring the no fence 
law tyrannical, was adopted. 

James E. Boyd and Augustus M. Moore 
were nominated by acclamation for electors at 
large. A resolution about the plan of organi- 
zation as to provide for the election of tho 
chairm of the state executive committee 
and thus puta stop to scandals and disputes 
conccrning that ofticefwas adopted, after much 
discussion, and John B. Eaves, of Rutherford 
county, was elected to that position by ac 
clamation. 

The convention next took up the most ex- 
citing business of the day; namely, the elec- 
tion of four delegates to Chicgo. This was 
the culmination of the fight between the 
Biaine and Sherman men. Boih sides showed 
their teeth plainly. The following nomina- 
tions were made: E. A. White, R. E. Young, 
James H. Harris, Thomas N. Cooper, Thomas 
Settle, Jr., John C. Dancey, W. P. Canaday, 
John 8.

The Murderer of Deputy Sheriff Shipe, of 
Knoxville, Captured. 


KNOXVILLE, ef 24.—Hicks Carmichael, 
the negro who, while resisting arrest last Sun- 
day morning, killed D. A. Shipe, deputy sheriff 
of Knox county, was captured this morning 
near Rankin’s depot, sixty miles east of Knox- 
ville.

PROHIBITION IN MAINE. 


Discovery of a West Virginia Editor on a 
Tour of Investigation. 

PortTLaNnD, Me., May 23.—The agitation in 
West Virginia over a proposed prohibitory amend- 
ment in that state has led several persons to write 'o 
prominent temperance men in Maine, asking for an 
exact statement as tothe praciical working of the 
liquor law liere. A great many replies have been 
sent, detailing the excellent effect of the constitu- 
tional amendment, telling in glowing terms how 
rum has at Jast been banished from the pioneer pro- 
hibition state, and saying that nota glass of liquor 
is now to be had for love or money. The letters 
were read in public at several temperance meetings 
in West Virginia, and hada marked effect untila 
New York paper reached there some weeks ago 
with an acevrate and circumstantial! account of the 
discoveries of a correspondent who §was s-nt 
through Maine to find out exactly how the liquor 
law works. This astonishing revelation of open 


* bars, freerum and unrestricted liquor traffic in- 


duced Charles Burdette Hart, editor of the Wheeling 
Intelligencer, to come to Maine on a tour of invest.- 
gation for himself. 

Mr. Hart arrived here with the belief that the pr- 
per must be mistaken, but before he had been in 
town twenty-four hours he concluded that the cor- 
respondent had made atruthful and umbiased re- 
port. Mrs. Hart, who acccompanied her husband, 
was enthusiastic in her support of the prohibitory 
law, basing her belief on the lettersshe had read. 
Mr. and Mrs, Hart reached here one Suturday night 
and remained over Sunday ata first-class hotel. At 
dinner, to their profound astonishment, a guest 
seated opposite them ordered a bottle of wine, and 
the waiter, in a matter-of-fact way, drew the cork 
and filled the glass. Still thinking that an excep- 
tion to the law had been witnessed, Editor Hart 
started out the next morning for astroll about town. 
In two hours he returned and told his wife that he 
had visited over forty saloons where liquor wus sold 
openly by the glass. Thoroughly surpris d t whet 
had been discovered, the Virginia editor determined 
to probe the matter to the bottom, and took his ave 
parture with his wife for Augusta. 

The first thing Mr. Hart did on arriving in Au- 
gusta was to go to the state library in the capitol, 
with the expectation that it was well-stocked with 
prohibition literature. To his further astonish- 
menta search from floor to ceiling failed to un- 
earth a single volume, treating of prohibition or 
dealing with the forbidden traffic in any way. Ina 
tour afonut town, he found, without much difficul- 
ty, some practical illustrations of the workings ot 
the prohibition law. He had been informed that 
it was possible for the weary traveler to slake his 
thirst, anda large number of saloons were visited 
and liquor in nearly every one. At one 
part of Water street in a length of about four hun- 


dred yards, he found nine bars where liquor was | 


sold, and purchased liquor himself, or saw it bought 
at every one of them. He visited twenty shops 
where liquor wassold openly during the two days 
he was in Augusta and asvertained that upward of 
thirty had been taken out by Augus- 
ta dealers. 

He called upon one of the 
leading citizens, a pronounced temperance man, 
and asked him 1f he was aware of the extent of the 
liquor traffic in thecity, and that ram 
sold openly on the street.

The Wagner | Festival Opens 
Very Brilliantly. 


Jhe Works of the Immortal Composer 
Rendered Faithfulty—A Notable 
Triumph eof Art. 
eo 

The opening concert of the Wagner festival 
in DeGive’s opera house last night was attend- 
ed by a large audience, composed of the most 
cultivated people in Atlanta. And the audi- 
ence ‘‘cauglit on” to Wagner’s music. To use 
an inelegant bat forceful expression, Mr. 
Sternberg and his singers “got there.’’ Much 
of the music had never been-heard in Atlanta, 
yet it evoked much applause, which showed 
that it was keenly enjoyed if not thoroughly 
comprehended by the audience. 

A large portrait of Wagner was suspended 
above the stage, and as the marvelous beauties 
of his works were unfolded the audience gazed 
in admiration at the picture. ; 

The chorus singers were ranged in tiers on 
the platform, the rear seats being elevated. 
Tne front seats were occupied by the ladies, 
the sopranos being on the right and the con- 
traltos sitting on the left side of the stage. 
The basses and tenors were behind them, The 
jJadies were attired in brilliant and becoming 

toilettes and the gentlemen were in full even- 


ing dress. 

Miss Ieonore Schumann and Miss Louise 
Fomare were the piano accompanists and 
Miss Evie Smith was at the organ. They 
rendered efficient service. This combination 
of two pianos and organ, while it could not, of 
course, supply the place ofa large orchestra, 
was exceedingly effective, and filled out the 
volume of harmony. The young ladies bad 
mastered their parts, and their accompani- 
ments could hardly have been played better. 

The soloist were: Mrs. Anna Simon Werner, 
Mrs. Constantin Sternberg, Mr. G, F, Niegold, 
Mrs. Mary Turner Salter, Mr. Alexander W, 
Smith, Mr. Hugh Angier, Mr, Sumner Salter. 

The opening number was “Hail, Bright 
Abode,” from Tannhauser. Mrs. Sumner 
Salter was “‘Elizabeth’’ and Mr. Sumner Salter

The first act treats of Tannhaeuser’s (the 


knightly minstrel) return from the legendary | 


‘hillof Venus,” where in anevil hour he 
sought refuge; he is welcomed by the Land- 
grave of Thuringia ( Elizabeth’s uncle) and 
the other minstrels, who persuade him to re- 
join them in the tournament of song. The 
second act opens (after ashort interview be- 
tween Elizabeth and Tannhaeuser) with the 
arrival of the guests in the ‘‘ Wartburg,’’ where 
the tournament is to take place.

(The theme of the contest is to be the Na- 
ture and Praise of Love, and the prize of the 
victor the hand of Elizabeth, whom Tann- 
hauser loves,and by whom he is beloved, 
During the contest Tannhauser disputes all 
the other minstrels say, and having loved pro- 
fanely, outrages the assembly by his revela- 
tions of what he conceives to be the 
nature of Love. The minstrels challenge him 
and would destroy him but for the sudden in- 
terposition of Elizabeth. A train of pilgrims 
is taking its way to Rome; Tannhauser, who 
secs too late that an illusion had blinded him, 
desparingly joins them, whilst Elizabeth, on 
whom the discovery of his unworthiness has 
struck a mortal blow, conjures him to repent. 

Act. LIL--Wolfram, aman of noble and de- 
voted nature, who vainly loves Elizabeth, 
awaits with her the return of the pilgrims. 

These selections from Tannhauser proved a 
fitting prelude to the entertainment. The 
chorus was given with asnap, a precision 
whichat once showed how thoroughly the 
singers had studied their parts. The sopranos 
and altos sustained their parts adinizadly, and 
tee tcnors and basses also did well, 
albeit their voices were at times almost 
drowned. It was, taken all in all, a decidedly 
well balanced body of singers. 

The solos of Elizabeth were rendered by 
Mrs. Salter excellently. Her voice was in 
fine condition and she sang with an abandon 
ay dramatic force which effectively” illustrat- 
ed the meaning of the text. 

Mr. Salter’s rendering of his solos was ex- 
ceptionally good. He scored an immediate 
success and was cordially applauded. Mr. 
Salter has often been heard in Atlanta, and 
his reputation asa musician has long been 
established. Last night he won new laurels 
and was one of the lions of the cecasion. 

Mrs. Salter and Mrs. Constantin Sternberg 
personated ‘‘Senta”’ and ‘‘Mary’’ respectively 
in the Flying Dutchman. <A few words about 
this great creation: In the legend of the Fly- 
ing Dutchman, a Dutch captain once tried to 
double the cape of Good Hope in the teeth of 
a furious gale, and swore he would accomplish 
his purpose, even if he kept sailing on forever. 
The devil heard the oath, and condemned the 
unhappy captain to sail] the sea, until the day 
of judgment, without aim and without hope 
of release, unless he could find a woman to 
love him faithfully until death. The devil al- 
lowed him to go ashore once in seven 
years to find such @ woman, and this 
opera opens .with the appearance of 
the Flyin Dutchman’s ship, with 
her blood-red sails and black masts, on the 
coast of Norway, in a bay into which the ship 
of Daland, a Norwegian capta‘n, had just be- 
fore beech driven by stressof weather. A seven 
years’ term having then expired, the Dutch- 
man goes on shore, and meets with Daland, 
from whom he asks for hospitali.y, offering him 
in return all his treasures. In conversation he 
finds out that Daland hasa daughter, and he 
further asks permission to woo her. Daland, 
anxious to secure a son-in-law 80 wealthy, 
ayrecs to both requests, and the two set sail for 
Daland’s home, which is net far distant, with 
moderate and favorable wind. 

Act II opens with a spinning chorus, Senta 
Daland’s daughter, Mary, her former nurse, 
aud some Norwegian maidens, being at work. 
On the wall of the roonT hangs the portrait of 
the Flying Dutchman, whose face has a 
fascination for Senta, and rouses in her a ro- 
mantic attachment, for which she is chafed by 
the girls. In the subsequent ballad she re- 
lates his story and winds herself up to the 
highest pitch of excitement, until she finally 
concludes to become his redeeming angel. 

The Spinning chorus was certainly one of 
the best.things of all. It went witha charming 
grace and vigor and snap which entranced the 
audience. 6 applause would have justified 
anencore, but encores were not allowed, and 
the audience had to rest content until the 
uext selection was given.

The “audience could not 
realize it was over so soon, and many persons 
kept thefr seats for several minutes, thinking 
more was tocome. The programme was just 
about the right length. Its rendering took 
precisely one hour and forty minutes. 

The performance has been told about, and 
now afew words about him who conceived it 
and pressed toa successful result.” Mr. Con- 
stantin Sternberg ha’ demonstrated his ability 
asamaesiro. He has shown, too, that he 
possesses unbounded energy and tenacity of 
purpose. Few men would have shown the 
same pertinacity in the face of such harrassing 
difficulties. Few would have overcome so 
many and such annoying hindrances. When 
he proposed the Wagner festival he met with 
littie or no encouragement from the local 
musiciaus. The musical critics of New York, 
so soon as they heard of his project,.tried to 
dissuade him from making what they called a 
‘‘foolish venture.’’ He was not deterred, how- 
ever, and set to work to carry out his purposes 
regardless of adverse criticism. He gathered 
together as many singers as he could procure, 
and at once began drillingthem. At first it 
was an uphill work, for only a few of the sing- 
ers were experienced in choral work. The re- 
hearsals were regular, and the members of the 
chorus studied and practiced assiduously. 
Their proficiency as shown last night is the 
highest testimonial to their conductor’s ability 
and perseverance. In directing the chorus, 
Mr. Sternberg showed that he was no novice in 
handling the baton. Hisstyle of conducting is 
easy, and he holds his forces well under control 
all the while. They seem to understand his 
very thoughts, and he communicates his earn- 
estness tothem. At the close of the perform- 
ance last night his friends flocked about him 
and congratulated him upon having achieved 
so notable a success. 

The programme for tonight’s concert will be 
almost the same as that given lastnight. It 
will be somewhat longer, however, and Mr. 
Hugh Angier, who had very little to do last 
night, will take a prominent part as soloist. 

The entertainment was so enjoyable last 
night that it is likely all who attended it will 
go again thisevening. The way the audience 
showed its intelligent appreciation of Wagner’s 
music is indicative of a remarkable advance 
musically. Atlanta can now take her place 
side by side with New Yerk and Boston as a 
music-loving community.

THE HIP POCKET. 


Judge Van Epps On the Habit of Carrying 
Concealed Weapons. 

In the city court yesterday morning Mr, 

Jack Maher was arraigned on the charge of 


carrying concealed weapons. He pleaded 
until 


this morning. 
_Judge Van Epps addressed the following 
<i words to the prisoner at the bar: 

‘I confess 1 am much embarrassed in this class of 
Cases, to know whutis my duty, [I have no ambi- 
tion to be thought a harsh or severe judge. I am 
conscious only of a desire, as an humble servant of 
the people, to enforce their laws with firmness and 
humanity. But the public mind is much excited on 
this subject of carrying concealed weapons, The 
press of the state, almost. without exception, are 
clamoring forthe rigid enforcement of this law. 
Many prominent citizens have seen proper to urge 
me to inflict chaingang penalties pa 3 break up the 
practice. Mr. Justice Jenkins, in McAfiee's case, 31 
Ga., 420, uses this language: “The prevalent prac- 
tice of carrying deadly weapons concealed about 
the person; the greater readiness to engage in fight 
produced by their presence: the frequent effusion 
of blood upon trivial provocation, and the frightful 
loss of life among usin this day, calbfora stern eu- 
forcément of the criminal law.””’ What shali I do?

ntimated a purpose to imprison pistol carriers who 
are convi before him. I want every mother 
gnd tather to warn their sons, and every citizen to 
warn his neighbor that he is deliberately depriving 
himself of his personal liberty, and courting lasting 
disgrace who will cling to his pistol. Let it not be 
supposed that I would needlessly wound Mr. Maher, 
I have no malice—no ill will to any of my people— 
~ : am determined—I am determined to enforce 
the law.”’

Clarke presiding, the case of the London, Liv- 
erpoo! and Globe Insurance company vs. sun- 
dry creditors of J. F. M. English, of Barnes- 
ville, whose stock was burned out. Various 
garnishments were issued. The policy for the 
benefit of Mr. English he assigned to one of 
his creditors. Mr. English was represented by 
Mr. J. A. Hunt, of Barnesville, and the credi- 
tors were represented by J. L. Rosser, J. A. 
Anderson, Ellis & Gray, and Candler, Thom- 
son & Candler. The point at issue was the 
validity of the assignment. The jury decided 
it was valid. 

W. L. Stiff, who was fined $300 in the city 
court day before yesterday, is in the county 
jail.
